They are paying for the land in in- 


stallments from the salary of $100 a 
month which each receives. 


The men, some of whom have fam- 


ilies, are being housed in large com- 
munity buildings until separate nous- | 
es can be built- It is planned to build 
a school, store and church on the 
property when the 
farmers become 


settled. 


When the tract has been plotted 


the veterans were grouped in umts 
to bejgin clearing the land. The units 
work on each man's farm one week. 


The tract lying in territory develop- 


ing rapidly as a rich dairying and 
farming center is chiefly burned-over 
land, unfit for rcforestration and, In 
its present shape for agriculture.

acojaenta ypt occurring in this sec- 
tion, four persons, a woman and three 
childi<en. were killed outright and a. 
second woman was critically injured 
and will probably die, when the Ford 
touring car in which they were rid- 
ing plunged over the stone bridge near 
Morris Manor, the summer home of 
Dr. kewis It. Morris of New York 
city, located about midway between 
Morris and Gilbertsviile. 


Tho dead are Mrs. Lewis Dean and 


five-year-old son, Fuller L,. Pean, liar, 
old Bowman, aged five, and 
little 


Thelma Bowman, 
aged 
two years, 


Children 
of Jlr. and Mrs. Leon E. 


Stowman, 
all of Masonville, where 


both men are respected farmers. Ail 
save the babe were buried beneath 
the overturned' car in Morris creek. 
Mrs. Bowrnan. was so seriously injur- 
ed that she was rushed to the Nor- 
wich hospital, where last night it was 
statec} that she had. sustained critical 
intcrrjal injuries 
and it was, feared 


that she could not survive. 


The two families, neighbors, resid- 


ing apout one mile from the village 
of Masonville, had left their homes at 
about 9 o'clock and. travelipg in a 
ar owned by 3.. brother of Mr, Dean, 
lad drjven to the'Morris fair grounds, 
where they had a picnic dinner. They 
eft early 
in 
order to reach their 


lomes in ample time for, the evening 
hores. Mr, Dean had driven on the 
outward trip, but Mr. B,pwman, who 
admits having had very little expert 
sncc, expressed a. desire to drive the 
car, J}e sot along well until he reach- 
ed the soene 
of ..the accident 
and 


neither lie nor Mr. Dean, the only sur- 
•ivors able to talk, can give any in- 
elligent account of what ha.pnened, 
ipth bein,g flawed and shocked, by the 
atal outcome. 
When the car reached the approach 


to the arched bridge it shot ccross 
he roadway and collided with the 
stone 'wall on the east side, of >he 
bridge at the edge of the creek. 
It 


crashed over the wall and lantled up- 
side down in the water about 25 feet 
;jelow and fully 15 fet beyond the 
north • bank. The men were on 
the 


front seat and were able to extricate 
themselves and. though .bruised and 
dazed, pulled Mrs. Bowman from be- 
rteath the car. She was evidently bad- 
ly injured. Mrs. Dean's life was extinct j 
when her body was brought out of 
the wreckage. The Bodies, of the two 
boys were soon after recovered, pass- 
ing motorists and others from the 
Morris Manor place coming to the as- 
sistance of the men. 
It was some little time before the 


body of the baby q( JJr. and Mrs. Bowr 
man was located fully 150 feet dawn 
the crock-in a pool 
of water, 
The 


physicians first at the scene, Brs. Hull 
of Qilbertsville and Allen of Morris 
advised taking Mrs. Bowman to the 
Norv.-ieh hospital and Lynn Diet!! of 
Gilbertsviile carried her there. 
The 


hospital phyfiifiuns foiiml no evidence 
of external injuries, but symptoms of 
severe internal ones. 
She is an un- 


usually largo woman and her recovery 
is considered very doubtful. The phy- 
sicians have not expressed an opinion 
relative to the death of the children, 
whether from injuries or from drown- 
ing.Coroner N. W. Getinan of Oneonta 
was called to the scone of tliu acci- 
dent and after viewing tho bodies of 
the four victims, directed they bu re- 
moved to the undertaking parlors of 
J, M- Moore at 
Gilbertsviile, where 


they were cared for. They will prob- 
ably be taken 
to

morning. Dr. Gclman was unable to 
secure i'rom Boxvmaii uny cause for 
the accident. 


It has bet-n suggested by some fa- 


miliar with the scene that it is possi- 
ble that-the iiuontum of the driver 
was called to the pond- :iml \vaterfall 
on the west side of the hghway or to 
the Morris Memorial chupel 
across 


the road, and that when he turned to 
look the car swerved, and (.hat possi- 
bly when he discovered where ho, was 
headed in his haste he applied more 
power to rhe car. Both men declar- 
ed that the car was going about 12 or 
15 miles—the usual

reported 


after accidents have occurred. 
This 


suggestion seems as plausible a the- 
ory as any. Certainly no cause of anj 
kind could be secured from liuu-mat 
nor ivould he venture a probable ex- 
planation.

and no doubt suffered from the shock 
Mr. Dean complained considerably o 
his back and Mr. Bowman suffered 
tiuite severe pains in his be-ad. Neigh 
bars from Masonville hurried to the

As soon as the loss was discovered, 


the state troopers at 
Sidney were, lo- 


cated and began an investigation; and 
at a later hour Perry Craft, a. resi- 
dent of Marg.'iretville, about '20 years 
of age, who had been employed on 
the town highways the previous week, 
was apprehended at "Walton. A search 
failed to reveal any of the plunder 
in his possession, but there was a re- 
volver in his satchel and Craft was 
hold on the charge of carrying it 
without a license. 
In tiie meantime 


the troopers are making further In- 
estigation. 


Craft, as above stated, had 
been 


working on the highway and had re- 
ceived his pay on Friday. It was un- 
derstood that he was to continue work 
on Saturday, but it ra'ned that-morn- 
ing, and Craft, instead of remaining, 
departed for Walton, being so far 
known the only person who left the 
village.
